SCHOOL REPORT. 


Your committee has the pleasure of presenting the following 
report of schools in the town for the past year: 


DISTRICT NOT: 


The first two terms were taught by Miss Lucy F. Morse. 
Miss Morse has a very pleasant and happy way of imparting 
knowledge to her pupils, which renders her very successful as 
a teacher. Also having an affectionate way, she readily gains 
the respect of her scholars. The district was highly fortunate 
in securing her services. 

The third or winter term was taught by Mr. James M. Per- 
kins. Your committee was unable to be present at the close 
of the school, and hence cannot speak of the success and pro- 
gress made as he otherwise might. But have heard no com- 
plaint and trust the school was one of profit. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This single term of school was under the tuition of Miss 
Olive C. Muzzey. Though the school was small, yet good 
progress was made. ‘The closing examination was highly sat- 
isfactory and indicative of a good teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


‘This school had but one term, and was taught by Miss E. 
EK. Seaman. Miss Seaman is an excellent teacher; she spared 
no pains to make it a success. The closing exercises of the 
term showed the labor put forth was not in vain. Further re- 
marks not necessary—sclools are a better comment than what 
I can give. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


This district had two terms of school, under the care of 
Miss Carrie L. Greenleaf.’ The scbool evinced much pains- 
taking on the part of the teacher. The closing examination 
was good and showed that the instruction was thorough and 
beneficial, 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The first term in this district was taught by Miss Hannah 
M. Eaton. The teacher seemed to try to make the school a 
success. We think the effort was not lost, nor did the school 
end without profit. 

The other two terms were under the instruction of Miss 
Myra E. MclIlvin. Miss MclIlvin succeeded well the first 
term of her school, but near the close of her second one, there 
were some things that took place that were unfortunate for 
her and also the scholars. While some would call her too se- 
vere in keeping good order, and unwise in some things, yet 
we hope it may be overruled to the good of all concerned. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss L. Newman, teacher. ‘This district had only one term 
during the year. The scholars showed interest in their 
studies and the teacher thoroughness in instructing them. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


First term taught by Miss Myna A. Tourne. It was her 
first effort at teaching, yet with very good success. 

The second term, Miss E. J. Cross, teacher. Although the 
school was very small, yet we think it was a profitable one. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Miss Stella B. Simonds, teacher. Miss Simonds seemed to 
labor with interest, and untiringly for the welfare of her pupils, 
and much benefit was derived from the effort made. 
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DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Teacher, Alzira E. Gregg. Good order and commendable 
diligence and a desire to learn by the scholars, were among 
some of the marked characteristics of this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Nellie E. Proctor, teacher. This was her first trial at teach- 
ing, yet'she did well and gave good satisfaction. She possesses 
qualities which, by a little more experience, will make her a 
very useful and successful teacher. 


The schools in town have been generally prosperous. Good 
feeling in most of the schools has subsisted between scholars 
and teachers. Some of the schools have been largely visited 
by parents and others. We would enccurage all such acts 
and hope it may become a more general feature in all our 
‘schools. 

We would call the attention of prudential committees to the 
matter of hiring teachers; that something besides a certifi- 
eate from the superintendent is necessary to make a good 
teacher. One may be able to pass examination and answer 
the usual questions and yet fail to be a successful teacher. 
My advice would be not to employ strangers without learning 
-of their success elsewhere.
